LONDON, March 29.—If Japan risks war 
in her effort to prevent Russia from grab- 
bing Manchuria she will haveto fight her 
battles alone. This is the opinion expressed 
in the highest official quarters here. The

The seizing of Manchuria Means the ab- 
sorption of Corea by Russia In the near fu- 
ture.

Japan only recently surprised the West- 
ern world by its vanquishment of China, 
whose land force in war equipment reaches 
quite 900,000 men, according to English ex- 
perts. Since that conflict Japan has made 
rapid advancement. The army reorganiza- 
tion is practically completed; it has a full 
equipment of improved sefentific guns and 
modern vessels, and the best ideas of Ku- 
rope have been

473,90. Japan, with its greatest war prep- 
aration, could only attain to 402,274, giving 
Russia odds of more than five million 
fighting men. The Czar can eount on an 
artillery strength of 2712 guns on a_basis 
of peace, and the Emperor on only 746 

But while figures on paper pronounce 


other facts leave room for belief that the 
result might not follow these figures. Rus-

EROS DISCOVERY THE KEY 


H. BARRINGTON COX SAYS HE 
CAN REVEAL WAVE SIGNALS. 


Delicate Instruments to Be Used 10 
Record Magnetic Currents From 
Earth to the Planets. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 283.—One of! 
the most notable sctentific discoveries in alc 
century is claimed by an electrical engl- 
neer now in this city, H. Barringer Cox, 
who is known throughout the scientific 
world for his investigations in electrical 
phenomena. 

This discovery is the long sought-for law 
for the measurement of distances between 
the eafth and the sun and moon and the 
other planets and stars in space. 

Mr. Cox calls it ‘the law of inter-stellar 
measurements.’ In importance it is claimed 
to rank with Newton's law of gravitation. 
Mr. Cox hopes for his discovery that It will 
become the one accurate means for com- 
puting inter-stellar distances, with, of 
course, the assistance of electrical instru- 
ments made to record the magnetio waves 
which. he holds, have for ages been send- 
ing their impulses through space from 
planet to planet. 

Although not an astronomer of unusual 
erudition, Mr. Cox tis familiar with all as- 
tronomical theories. He has long felt, he 
says. that the time would come when as- 
tronomical investigation would reveal the 
key to the problem on which he has spent 
so many years. 


This key he now believes has been fur- 


'nished by astronomers engaged in watching | 


and photographing the minor planet Eros 


|for the purpose of utilizing it in assisting 
|toward the measurement of the true 


dis- 
tances in the solar system. 

Mr. Cox proposes applying his knowledge 
of physics to the ‘solution of the great 
problem of computing tnterstellar  dis- 
tances. It will be the first time, he says, 
that scientists have attempted to use elec- 
tricitv in their efforts at computing these 
measurements. Mr. Cox holds that his 
method will work out as accurately as the 
electrical instruments now compute dis- 
tances on the earth's surface. 

Mr. Cox’s discovery wuvuld utilize elec- 
trical instruments for computing inter- 
stellar distances, but with a system never 
heretofore employed or suggested in elec- 
trical computation. 

It is a well-known fact that electricians 
are now able to compute electrical measure- 
ments to the one-billionth part of a unit 
and Mr. Cox holds that the delicacy of 
electrical instruments has been perfected to 
such a degrée that it is high time they 
should be utilized to catch and record the 
magnetic waves coming from sister plane- 
tary bodies. 

His proposition, in brief, is to catch these 
wave signais and record them even more 
accurately than it would be possible for 
light waves to be recorded from the stars. 

“Of what does vour means of measure- 
ment consist?’’ was asked. 

“My means of measurement would be 
both electrical and optical. with a view 
of establishing a fixed standard of meas- 
urement—a sort of unit for determining 
the exact relationship of bodies in space. 

“What suggested this means to you?’ 

“Simply this: Recent discovéries in re- 
gard to the minor planet Eros have estab- 
lished the fact that in its revolutions in 
betravs eccentricities not furnished by the 
observations of any major planet or other 
body in space. These particular eccentrici- 
ties are the very ones necessary to make 
A computation of magnetic waves possible. 

‘The plan which I will propose for my 
measurements is by the use of well- 
known electrical and optical devices. At 
present I do not care to make public the 
technical means by which my deductions 
make possible accurate interstellar meas- 
urements, but it is no longer a theory 
with me. It is a demonstrable fact, sim- 
ye of solution and application, as simple, 

n fact, as the famous egg demonstration 
of Columbus. 

“The method of employing the means 
of computation is not so simple, however. 
but requires etchnical explanation, as- 
sisted by illustrations and diagrams.

PRINTERS ARE TO ARBITRATE. 


Publishers and Union Men Agree on a 
Policy of Peace. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 29.—State Com- 
missioner of Labor McMackin has issued his 
quarterly labor bulletin. Among other 
things it says: ‘‘Negotiations are progress- 
ing toward a compact between the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Association and 
the International Typographical Union, 
which, if adopted, will establish the peaceful 
methods of arbitration in place of strikes or 
lockouts in that large part of the printing 
industry controlled by the publishers’ asso- 
ciation. 

“At the end of December, 1900, the labor 
Organizations in New York numbered 1697, 
with an aggregate membership of 242,484 men 
and women, a net gain of 4.

IMMENSE ORDER FOR FLAGS FOR 
PORTO RICO. 


WILL TEACH PATRIOTISM 


The Government Will Furnish Them 
in Profusion and Later Will Supply 
the Philippines. 


March 29.—American flags, 
nearly two tons of them—have been con- 
tracted for in Chicago with ‘‘rush orders”’ 
that on July 4 the red, white and blue may 
fluiter frem every schoolhouse in Porto 
Rico, teaching the lesson of Independence 
Day to young and old alike in the island. 
The plans of the government are that by 
the end of the year the flag will be as famfi- 
jar a sight in the towns and villages of 
the Philippines. 

The rae or of the government calis for 
flags of all sizes—small ones that the school 
children can wave from windows or carry 
through the streets and into their homes, 
and large flags to float from flagstaffs and 
piliding roofs over the head of marching 
troops and citizens on the day they are 
learning to celebrate. Each island protype 
of the little red schoolhouse will have a 
complete outfit of the national flag. There 
will be flags for the pupils, a flag to drape 
above the teacher's desk and a flag to flut- 
ter over the schoolhouse yard. 
The purpose of the government at Wash- 
ington in giving the order Is to secure suffi- 
client flags to supply every point on the is- 
land devoted to educational purposes, that 
patriotism may be instilled in the minds of 
the pupils by sight as well as by teaching.
